HE DICTATED POLICY 


ON COLORADO STRIKE 


Telli Committee on Industrial Rela- 


tions That He Is Heartily in Fa- 


vor of Labor Unions. 


New York, Jan. 26.—In a statement 


to the United States Commission on 
Industrial Relations on the Colorado 
Labor situation, John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., .denied that he had, as he said 
had been charged, "attempted to ex- 
ercise a kind of absolutism over the 
coal industry^!! Colorado," or that he 
had "sought to dictate a policy of 
non-recognition of unions." 
On the 
contrary, he said, he was most heart- 
ily in favor of labor unions, so long 
as their purpose was to promote the 
well-being of the employes and they 
bad due regard for the interests of 
the public. 


"The commission has 
asked niv 
views," said Mr. Rockefeller, "as to 
what extent the stockholders and di- 
rectors o£ a corporation are respon- 
sibl efor the labor conditions which 
exist in it and for the social condi- 
tions which are produced; how gen- 
erally and in what manner such re- 
sponsibilities are assumed" by stock- 
holders and directors; and in actual 
practice how, and upon what general 
basis, the labor policies of large cor- 
porations are determined. 
"The responsibilities of stockhold- 
ers is practically limited to the elec- 
tion ot directors. They have- no power 
to elect officers, to employ labor, to 
make contracts;or to intervene direct- 
ly in the management of the business 
A large stockholder, however, is able 
to exercise considerable moral influ- 
ence over the directors and. officers 
and is responsible for exercising that 
influence properly. 


Directors Responsible. 


"The directors are responsible for 
the general conduct of business, they 
have the power to elect .officers and 
to determine the policies of the busi- 
ness. 


"Labor conditions, so far as they 
are within the control of a corpora- 
tion, are matters for which the offi- 
cers of the corporation are primarily 
responsible. 


"Labor policies arc initiated and 
determined by the officers. A business 
to be successful must not only provide 
to labor remunerative employment un- 
der proper working conditions, but it 
must also render useful service to the 
community and earn a fair return on 
the money invested. 


"Any 
one who has followed the con- 
troversy which has arisen out of the 
Colorado situation will have observed 
that no effort has been spared to make 
it appear that 1 have attempted to ex- 
ercise a kind of absolutism over the 
coal industry in Colorado and particu- 
larly that I have sought to dictate a 
policy of non-recognition of 
unions. 
An attitude toward industry and to- 
ward labor such as is here implied is 
so abhorrent to ine personally and so 
contrary to the spirit of my whole 
purpose and training that I cannot al- 
low these allegations to pass unno- 
ticed. 


Attitude Toward Unions. 
"What are the facts? - 
"First, with reference to my atti- 
tude toward labor unions: I believe it 
to be just and proper and advantage- 
ous for labor to associate itself into 
organized groups for the advancement 
of its legitimate interests as for capi- 
ta to combine for the same object 
"As respects the question 
of the 
recognition or non-recognition of labor 
unions in Colorado, my attitude has 
been in conformity with the views I 
have expressed relative to the respon- 
sibilities of stockholders, 
directors 
and managers. 
The hiring and dis- 
charging of men and the framing of 
agreement* as respects the same are 
functions which I have regarded as 
rightfully 
belonging to the manage- 
ment and not to the stockholders or 
directors. 
The Colorado Fuel & Iron 
Company has been managed on this 
principle. The decision of the officers 
with respect, to the recognition of the 
union was reached without any con- 
sultation or communication with me 
and I had no knowledge of their de- 
cision until after the strike had been 
declared. 


Distressed Over Strike. 


"As to the strike itself, it's many 
distressing features have

red and bitterness and brought suiler- 
Jng and privation upon hundreds of 
human beings. 
Without 
seeking to 
apportion blame, I determined that in 
so far as lay within my power I would 
seek means of avoiding the possibility 
of similar conflicts arising elsewhc-e 
or in the same industry in the future 
It was in this way that I came to 
recommend1 to my colleagues in the 
Rockefeller Foundation the instituting 
of a series of studies into the funda- 
mental problems arising out of indus- 
trial relations which resulted in se- 
curing the services of,Mr. MacKenzie 
King, former minister of labor of Can- 
ada, to direct the studies. 


Voices Lofty Sentiment.

"In conclusion, Mr. Chairman," said 
Mr. Rockefeller, "quite apart from any 
particular situation, may J express in 
utter frankness the views which as an 
individual and a citizen I hold towards 
the problems into which your com- 
mission has been appointed to inquire? . 
I believe that the ultimate object of ! 
all activities in a republic should be '' 
•the development of the manhood of 
iits citizens; that such manhood can 
i be developed to the fulle.st degree only 


I under conditions of freedom for 
the 
individual and that industrial enter- 
prises can and should be conducted in 
accordance with these principles. I 
believe that a corporation should be 
deemed to consist of its stockholders . 
directors, officers and employes; that 
the real interests of all are one, and 
that neither labor nor 
capital can 
permanently prosper unless the just 
rights of both are conserved. If with 
the responsibilities I have and the 
opportunities given me I am able to 
contribute towards promoting the well- 
being of my fellowmen, through the 
lessening of injustice and the allevia- 
tion of human sufferings, I shall feel 
that it aas been possible to realize 
the highest purpose of my life."

KNOW GOOD BUTTER SAYS 


DAIRY SCHOOL EXPERT

Hartford, Conn., Jan. 26.—That one 
of the best ways to improve the quali- 
ty of butter made in any state is to 
educate 
the 
consuming public to 
know good butter when they see it 
was the keynote of an address given 
here today before the annual conven- 
tion of the Connecticut 
Dairyman's 
Association, by Carl E. Lee ot the Wis- 
consin dairy school. 
"As long as the public is willing to 
accept modicore brands of butter 
either through ignorance or through 
indefference, just so long," declared 
Mr. Lee, "will the central markets re- 
fuse to pay a premium to the conscien- 
tious buttermaker, who works faith- 
fully to produce and market a super- 
ior product." 
In the course of his address the 
speaker mentioned the work of the 
butter scoring contests in Wisconsin 
and told of their influence upon the 
quality of the butter manufacturer by 
the 
creamerymen 
participating 
in 
these competitions. To educate the 
public to appreciate 
good butter a 
number of middle western states pro- 
pose to license butter-makers and to 
place a state brand upon the grade 
which meets the required standard. 
It is thought that this move will edu- 
cate the consumer and influence the 
producer.

The dropping of bombs on Antwerp

with mines was called savage. French 
writers have exhausted themselves in 
attacks upon the scientific burning of 
towns and villages.
